RF SAFETY STANDARDS

Excerpts from CQ Magazine, author Fred Maia, WSY! 


O; August 1, 1996, the FCC included Amateur radio transmit- 
ters in the 1992 ANSI standard for RF exposure. This is 
designated the ANSI/IEEE C95.1-1992. This new standard is more 
restrictive in the amount of environmental RF exposure permitted 
and extends the frequency range under consideration to cover all 
frequencies from 3 Khz to 300 Ghz - every frequency band used be 
amateur radio. ' 


The new guidelines provide for two levels of exposure limits. One 
“controlled” level applies to people who are aware of the potential 
for RF exposure. The other “uncontrolled“ level covers those of the 
general public, who have no knowledge or control over their 
exposure. 


Since amateur radio transmissions impact both the amateur opera- 
tor who can exercise control over transmitted RF and their neigh- 
bors who cannot, amateur radio transmissions were ruled to be in 
both controlled and uncontrolled environments. The ARRL has 
opposed use of the higher safety factor, but the FCC approved it 
anyway. 
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On August 6" the FCC’s Wireless Telecommunications Bureau * 


revised the Part 97 Rules with an immediate effective date to reflect 
the new RF exposure standard. The new Part 97 FCC requureniee 
are: 
A. An RF radiation evaluation is required when the transmitter 
power exceeds 50 watts peak envelope power (97.13(c)). 

B. Steps must be taken, if the RF radiation is in excess of the 
limits, to prevent such an occurrence (97.13(c)). 

C. A tenth new license examination topic entitled “Radio 
frequency environmental safety practices at an amateur station” 
is to be added to Element 2 (Novice), 3A (Technician), and 3B 
(General) written exams (97.503(c)). 


LICENSE RENEWAL TO REQUIRE CERTIFICATION 
Effective January 1, 1998 applicants for new licenses and renewals 
will be required to certify, on a new version of the FCC Form 610 
application, that they have read and understand the FCC’s mules 
regarding RF exposure. Also, Part 97.13(c) requires that an RF 
evaluation be conducted when more than 50 watts is to be 
radiated. 


There are three ways to determine RF exposure. They are by: 
1. Using electronic instruments that measure field strength; 
2. Performing complex mathematical calculations based on 
generic formulas provided by the FCC, and by; 
3. Using tabular charts and computer programs which 
determine “worst case” estimated distances to meet the RF 
power density guidelines. 


It is reported the FCC’s Office of Engineering and Technology ts 
now working on a new RF Safety booklet specifically directed at 
radio amateur operations. This booklet could supplement Part 97 
rules and be used by amateurs to certify compliance with the RF 
exposure safety guidelines. 


AFFECT ON AMATEUR LICENSE EXAMS 
On December 1, 1996, the Question Pool Committee released 
revised questions for Elements 2, 3A and 3B, including RF Safety 
questions, which are to be included in examinations administered 
after July 1, 1997. 


Anyone who will need to renew your license near January 1, 1998, 
certainly should do it prior to that date to avoid the requirement to 
certify your station. In the meantime, stay tuned for more informa- 
tion on this development — I’m sure it will be a hot topic for some

PROTECTION BILL 
INTRODUCED IN US HOUSE

ood news for ham radio volunteers: The Amateur Radio 
Volunteer Services Act of 1997 (HR 1013) was introduced 
this week (March 9") by US Rep Anna Eshoo of California. 


If enacted, the bill will place volunteers who are in the Volunteer 
Examination Program (VE) and the Amateur Auxiliary (OO) 
under the protections of the Federal Tort Claims Act by affording 
them the same legal protections as employees of the Federal 
Government while they’re carrying out such volunteer duties. 


“This bill would help protect the personal liability of volunteer 
Amateur Radio operators while performing duties on behalf of the 
Federal Government,” Eshoo said in introducing the measure. As 
she explained it on the House floor, it’s simply a question of 
fairness for volunteers, who risk damaging lawsuits while saving 
the government time and money. The bill was introduced with 21 
co-sponsors hailing from both parties. 


Eshoo also said “this act would classify those individuals donating 
their time and expertise to maintaining the quality of the Amateur 
raio airwaves as Federal employees only for the purpose of 
\ ms taken against them in the performance of their duties as 
self-regulators. This action will ensure the continued viability of 
the amateur radio community and continue to save the FCC and 
the Federal Government time and money that would otherwise 


need to be expended.” (Ed. - see Page 4 for related article)

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OTVARC TRAVELERS NEWS

he OTVARC Travelers have been working on a generator 

capable of serving all the campers at the same time. The 
requirements were to create a generator with enough KW's so only 
one generator is needed. a generator that would keep fuel use to a 
minimum, a generator that would be very quiet, and a generator 
that would be compact and light. And, all this had to be within our 
limited budget. 


Many ideas were brought to each camp out on the third weekend of 
the month. All the ideas were put to the group for evaluation. After 
all ideas were exhausted, the big decision was made. We narrowed 
it down to three generator designs that appeared to meet the 
requirements. 


Now it became necessary to draw plans and estimate the costs of 
each design. After the plans were completed, it was determined 
that not all the necessary equipment for building any of the three 
could be found within the member's facilities. 


This situation put us back to the drawing board. Ideas were 
expressed again and it was determined that by buying a used one. 
even a dead one, we could rebuild it and maybe modify it for our 
requirements and keep outside costs down. 


The search for a used generator was frustrating to say the least. 
After many look-sees, a used generator was acquired. We had to 
narrow the three possible ideas down to one because cost prohibited 
the production of all three prototypes. Building even one, we would 
have to be very conscious about expenses. 


The generator purchased was completely disassembled and all parts 
were magna fluxed and x-rayed. This step was easy on our budget, 
for friends of the Travelers did this for us. The generator itself was 
examined and it was discovered one winding needed to be re- 
wound. With the skill and technique of one who used to work with 
inductors at Tektronix, this was accomplished. So things seemed to 
be going pretty good, except for rebuilding the power unit. We 
found the weight of the power unit, and fuel it would consume. to 
be prohibitive. 


Adapting an idea from one of the first submitted ideas, we found 
we could reduce the weight, and do without buying fuel. The 
thought of using atmosphere pressure really raised a few eyebrows. 
Research indicated this was an original idea. No-where could we 
find any information using atmosphere pressure to power anything. 
But knowing we had pressure, we knew we could turn the pressure 
into work, thereby giving us the power to drive the generator. 


Discussing the technical aspects of this is beyond the scope of this 
article. It was almost beyond the scope of the builders. Basically we 
used expandable and self contracting rubber diaphragms and dou- 
ble action valves. The pistons and drive train were of light weight 
material from the NASA program and are still un-named. The 
housing for the power unit is formed using expandable Styro-

foam, hardened to a Rockwell hardness of 62. The generator itself 
was left in its original form except for the outside casing. It was 
made lighter by using a casting of mylar and graphite. 


This should tell all that the OTVARC Travelers do more than just 
camp out, enjoy the friendships, and have great potlucks. The 
April outing will be a great time to come along and witness the 


starting of our atmosphere pressure driven generator.

ndy Funk, KB7UV, assistant news operations manager at 
WAGA-TV, in Atlanta, Georgia, has posted some information 
on his station’s web site that is potentially useful to amateurs. 


The Microwave ENG Safety and Operations Guidelines are aimed 
primarily at the station’s news room personnel who are using 
WAGA’s electronic news gathering (ENG) vehicle which has an 
extendible microwave mast and antenna on top. 


But many of the same rules apply to amateurs who are erecting 
antennas. The page also includes some new information on light- 
ning safety — based on tips from the National Lightning Safety 
Institute. 


Some basic safety rules worth repeating are: 


eElectrical lines can cause serious injury or death. 

eKeep all people, tools, and equipment at least 15 feet from all 
overhead wires. 

eOverhead lines are not insulated. They should not be touched. 

eSome lines have a weather covering and appear to be insul- 
ated, but they are not. 

eStay away from electrical devices such as meters, 
transformers and substations.

Heat The Person Rather Than The House 


A report in the December 18th issue of New Scientist tells about an 
experimental low cost home heating system that warms people by 
exciting the body’s water molecules, thus raising body temperature. 


“The microwave home heating test room contains a standard 800 
watt transmitter which sends microwaves into the room. The walls 
are lined with metal to reflect microwaves around the room, and 
giant metal blades “stir” the microwaves to prevent hot spots and 
ensure even heating.”

1) Object: To work as many amateur stations as possible in as many different 5-digit ZIP codes - 
as possible using 147.42 FM simplex. 
2) Contest Period: 2000 local through 2100 local, Wednesday, April 30, 1997 
3) Categories: . 
A) Single Operator: One person performs all operating and logging functions. 
B) Single Operator QRP: Same as (A) with a power limitation of 5 watts. . 
C) Multioperator: More than one person performing operating and logging functions. 
4) Exchange: Operating 5-digit ZIP Code and Station Category. 
5) Scoring: 
A) QSO points: Count one (1) point for each complete single operator or multioperator 
QSO. Count two (2) points for each complete single operator QRP contact. 
B) Multiplier: The total number of 5-digit ZIP codes worked. _ 
C) Total score: Multiply the total number of QSO points by the multiplier. 
6) Miscellaneous: 
A) Partial QSOs do not count. Both calls, the full exchange, and acknowledgement must be 
sent and received. 
B) While no minimum distance is specified for contacts, equipment should be capable of 
real communications (ie. able to communicate over at least 1 km.). 
C) Use of repeaters and telephones to coordinate contacts is not allowed. . 
D) Rovers are not allowed. Stations must remain in one location for the duration of the 
contest. 
E) Only one call may be used by any station. 
7) Reporting: 
A) Entries must be delivered to the contest organizers at or before the May 14, 1997 
OTVARC club meeting. (Jim Schaeffer or Alan Chinnock) 
B) Entries must be made on log sheets similar to those used in the April Fools Contest. 
8) Awards: 
A) Certificates will be awarded for the top points winner in each station category. 
B) Awards will be made at the club meeting June 11, 1997
